MINUTES OF CONFERENCE OF STATISTICIANS. 


Called at the suggestion of Sir John See, for the purpose of arriving at a uniform basis of estimating the 
populations of the States of the Australian Commonwealth, held at Melbourne, on 
Tuesday, 22nd September, 1903, at 2.30 p.m. 


Present—Mr. 'T. A. Coghlan, representing New South Wales; Mr. W. McLean, Victoria; Mr. 
J. Hughes, Queensland; Mr. L. H. Sholl, South Australia; Mr. R. M. Johnston, Tasmania; and Mr. 1. 
G. Stenberg, Western Australia. 

Mr. Coghlan proposed, and Mr. Hughes seconded—That Mr. McLean should act as chairman. 

Mr. Coghlan, at the request of the Chairman, briefly explained his proposals in regard to the matter, 
and the steps he considered necessary to obtain the desired uniformity. 

Mr. McLean moved—That the principle adopted by this Conference to secure uniformity of estimat- 
ing the eas should be applied as from the Census of 31st March, 1901, and that the population as 
estimated by each State on 31st December next, and in future, be published upon this basis. 

Seconded by Mr. Hughes. 

Carried. 

_ It was agreed that the Registrar-Generals’ returns of Births and Deaths, and the Certificates of the 
Customs Department and of the Railways Departments of Arrivals and Departures should be accepted 
for the compilation. 

Consideration was then given to the error of estimate that was made during the inter- cencal period 
1891-1901, in order to fix upon a percentage allowance for the future. The fi gures for Victoria, New 
South Wales, South Australia, Pore Australia, and Tasmania were considered. 

Discussion was deferred til! next day, w hen the Queensland figures would be considered. 

The meeting at 4.50 p.m. adjourned till 11 a.m. next day.

The question of adopting a uniform basis for New South w ales, Victoria, Queensland, and Sottth 
Australia was considered. 

After considerable discussion, Mr. Coghlan moved—That the overland returns for those States, 
between which there is overland traffic, 7.e., New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, and South Australia, 
be increased by ro per cent. on both arrivals and departures recorded by r ail, to allow for unrecorded traflic 
by rail and road. 

Seconded by Mr. McLean.

Mr. Coghlan moved—That for the unrecorded departures by sea, there shall be added these percentages

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On the suggestion of the Chairman, the question of the compilation of sexes of persons travelling 
overland was considered, and the desirability of adopting a uniform basis was affirmed. 

Mr. Coghlan moved—-That where the distribution of sexes is unknown, and cannot be ascertained 
from any records, the proportions of males and females arriving and departing by land be fixed on the basis 
of the recorded sea traffic for the corresponding period. 

Seconded by Mr. Johnston. %

Mr. Coghlan moved—That the full-blooded aborigines be excluded from the population ; but that 
the number be shown on a separate line in the various estimates of population.

Mr. Jobnston pointed out the desirability of having some simple uniform plan of determining the 
mean populations for each year. 

Mr. Johnston moved—That five points, rst January, grst March, 30th June, 30th September, and 


31st December, be taken; and that a fifth of the sum of the populations on thuse dates be accepted as the 
mean population for the year. 


Seconded by Mr. Hughes. 
After discussion, Mr. Johnston withdrew his motion, and substituted the following :—That hence- 


forth the mean of each of the four quarters be taken, and the mean of these be accepted as the mean of the 
year. 


Seconded by Mr. Hughes. 
Carried. 


Mr. Stenberg moved—That the various offices take into consideration the desirability that in com- 
puting the population returns, all seamen discharged or having deserted, and all seamen signing on, should 
be taken into account as arrivals or departures, in the manner most suitable to each State. 

Seconded by Mr. Johnston. 

Carried. 


Mr. Hughes brought forward the desirability of having a separate return formulated of the passen- 
gers carried on all vessels at their first arrival, and on all vessels at their final departure from each State. 
This was the best method of computing the population of Australia as a whole, and would check the com- 
pilations of the various State officers. At the Hobart Conference all the statisticians had agreed upon the 
desirability of such a method. 

The question was deferred till next day. 

Mr. Coghlan moved-—-That having determined the method in which the populations of the States 
shall be estimated, this conference invites the Chairman to have prepared for its consideration a statement 
showing what was the population of each State on goth June last, as estimated on the lines laid down. 

Seconded by Mr. Stenberg. 

Carried. 


The Chairman promised to have the estimates drawn up, as far asthe figures in his office permitted, 
and to let the other members of the Conference know what was deficient on the next day. 


At 4.30 p.m. the Conference adjourned till rr a.m. next day.

The Chairman pointed out the desirability, since the sources of information and the percentage addi- 
tions had been fixed for all the States, of adopting a uniform plan for the publication of the figures in the 
quarterly returns. The Conference agreed that, while the statement should contain all the elements needed 
to make the various estimates, it was undesirable to bind the statisticians down to any set form.
